VITAL  STATISTICS. 


During  tiie  year  the  births  of  393  children  have  been  registered,  of  tliese 
209  were  boys  and  184  girls.  The  total  gives  a rate  of  31-44  per  1,000  per  annum 
of  the  estimated  population.  Last  year  the  birth-rate  Avas  32-99  per  4,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 


MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  j^ear  ending  December  31st,  1904,  204  deaths  wei-e  registered 
in  Eston  Urban  Sanitary  District.  The  death  rate  was  ecpial  to  16-31  per  1,000 
of  the  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  Last  year  201  deaths 
were  registered,  the  deatli  rate  being  equal  to  15-76  per  1,000  per  anuum  of  the 
estimated  population.

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EPITOME  OF  MONTHLY  REPORTS. 

Januaky.  Death  rate  liigh,  due  to  Chest  Ouinplaiuts  from  climatic  con- 
ditions, an  1 deaths  in  yonng  cliildren  from  want  of  care  in  tlie  clotliing  of 
clnldreii.  In  onr  trying  changeable  climate  it  is  al)solntely  essential  that  flannel 
should  l)e  worn  next  the  skin. 


February.  Death  rate  low. 


Scarlet  Fe\'er  prevalent  in  the  district. 


March.  Death  rate  high.  Enteric  Fever,  two  cases  occnred  at  Old  Eston, 
due  to  an  old  pump  well  which  lias  been  closed  liy  arrangement  with  the  owners, 
and  Darlington  water  snp{)lied  to  the  tenants. 


Arr.il.  Death  rate  low.  Health  of  District  most  satisfactoiy.

J ULY.  Death  rate  low.  Leaflets  issued  giving  instruction  on  the  prevention 
of  Summer  Diarrhoea.  Health  of  district  most  satisfactory. 

August.  Death  rate  low.  District  almost  free  from  any  infectious  disease. 

September.  Death  rate  rather  high.  Scarlet  Fever  imported  into  your 
District  from  South  Bank.  This  authority  does  not  isolate  its  infections 
cases,  Avhich  helps  to  keep  going  infections  diseases  in  the  Eston  District. 


October.  Death  rate  rather  high.  Scarlet  Fever  prevalent,  and  tw 
Diphtheria  cases  occur.

November.  Death  rate  low.  Scarlet  Fever  still  prevalent,  due  to  missed 
cases.  School  Teachers  asked  to  co-operate  with  the  Sanitary  Authority  in 
sending  children  home  Avho  complain  of  sore  throat  or  sickness,  and  have  them 
medically  exannned  at  once. 


December.  Death  rate  low.  Measles  and  Diphtheria  prevalent  at  Eston. 
Schools  closed  three  days  for  the  disinfection  of  Schools  and  slates  on  account  of 
Diplitheria,  and  Infants’  Department  of  Eston  schools,  because  of  Measles  until 
after  the  Christmas  Holidav. 
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MEASURES  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


1st.  Careful  systematic  inspection  of  tlie  district  with  a view  to  i*eine(]yino' 


am'  sanitaiy'  defects  likely  to  yive  rise  to  infections  diseases. 


2nd.  Visitation  of  yonr  Medical 
winch  infect  ons  disease  occurs. 


Officer  and  Inspectoi*  of  every  house  in 


8rd.  Ft  ’ee  Isolation  in  the  Sanatorium. 

4th.  School  notihcation  of  infections  diseases,  and  preventing  of  childr-en 
from  infecdions  houses  attending  school 

5th.  Distrilnition  of  printed  precautions  against  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases. 


6th.  Disinfection  of  all  infected  houses  by  an  Officer  of  the  Council  under 
the  supervision  of  ^oDur  Inspector. 

7th.  Gratuitous  supply  of  disinfectants  in  all  cases  requiring  them. 

8th.  The  Council  pay  for  8wabs  taken  in  doubtful  cases  of  Diphtheria 
sent  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  London,  by  tlie  Medical  Officer. 

9th.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  used  at  the  Sanatorium. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

Di  senses  of  the  Respiratory  Organs.  Thirty  deaths  occurred  from 
this  cause,  being  19  less  than  last  year.  Diseases  of  the  lungs  will  always  remain 
high  in  your  district;  as  we  have  a trying,  changeable  climate — and  the  men’s 
employment  is  such  as  to  endanger  the  lungs — heats  and  colds.  AVe  shoidd  wear 
flannel  next  the  skin,  and  be  more  temperate  in  eating  and  drinking. 

Tuberculosis  and  Wasting  (Consumption)  claims  29  victims  as  against 
24  last  year.  Consumption  is  a preventible  disease  which  is  caused  bj'  minute 
living  germs  called  “ Ihil^ercle  bacilli,”  which  usually  enter  the  body  with  the  air 
breathed.  The  matter  which  consumptive  people  cough  or  spit  up  contains  the 
germs  of  the  disease  i]i  great  numbers.  If  this  matter  is  spat  upon  the  floors  oi- 
the  walls  of  ain^  public  oi*  ]jrivate  place,  or  elseovhere,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  diy 
the  germs  of  the  disease  which  it  contains,  are  blown  about  and  float  in  the  air, 
like  any  othei*  minute  particles  of  dust,  and  are  inhaled  by  anybody  breathing  that 
air;  or  they  may  fall  upon  milk  < r otliei-  food,  and  gain  access  to  the  body  witli 
the  food,  so  consumptives  sliould  always  be  carefid  to  s[)it  into  a vessel  containing 
water,  or  use  a piece  of  rag  or  paper  and  l)urn  it  at  r)nce. 
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PRECVVUTTONS  TO  V.K 


TAKK^  IN  A CASE  OE  CON^SUMPTIOE^. 


CoiiBuniption  is  an  iiitectious  diHease  and  thornfore  is  preventable.  Inf‘ectio]i 
K'cnrs  tlirongli  the  sputnni  or  spit  wliieli  the  siek  person  eonglis  up  from  the 
hseased  lungs  ; wlieu  tliis  dries  it  floats  in  the  air  and  is  iidialed  bv  otiier  persons. 


A consumptive  person  who  follows  out  the  following  recommendations  is 
not  only  doing  the  l^est  tiling  possible  for  otliers,  but  is  at  the  same  time  largely 
increasing  Ids  own  chance  of  recovery. 

Do  not  swallow  the  sputum. 

Do  not  spit  anywhere  except  on  to  a rag  or  piece  of  paper  ; burn  tlie  rag 
or  paper  at  once. 

The  sick  room  should  be  cleansed  often  ; on  the  termination  of  tlie  illness  it 
should  be  disinfected,  this  will  be  done  free  of  charge  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority. 


Dampness,  darkness,  dirt,  and  want  of  ventilation,  favour  the  spread  of  the 
disease  ; sunlight,  fresh  air,  and  cleanliness  check  it. 

A consumptive  person  should  if  possible  occupj^  a separate  bedroom. 


SMALLPOX. 


No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  your  district  during  the  vear.  When  a 
case  does  unfortunately  occur,  I may  state  the  measures  adopted  as  we  have  had 
absolute  success  so  far  since  I became  your  Medical  Officer.  Whenever  a case 
of  Smallpox  is  notified,  nsnally  l)y  telephone,  tlie  Medical  Officer  ^dsits  the  patient 
at  once  and  the  patient  is  removed  to  our  Isolation  Hospital,  the  house  is  disin- 
fected throughout,  and  the  bedding  and  clothing  removed  and  burned  (we  have 
not  a steam  disinfector)  the  contacts  are  quarantined  and  compensation  pairl  to 
them  (16  daj  s)  and  re\’accinated  if  they  will  consent.  The  following  day  the 
rooms  are  stripped  of  wall  paper,  which  is  removed  and  burnt,  the  contacts  are 
visited  every  otlier  day  to  see  if  any  fresh  cases  develope  ; if  not  on  the  15th  or 
16th  day  the  contacts  are  liberated.  One  of  the  most  obvious  modes  in  the 
suppression  of  a threatened  epidemic  of  Smallpox  is  promptness  of  action  ; a few 
daj/ s.  e\  eu  a few  hoin  s,  may  make  all  the  difference  between  the  suppression  and 
extension  of  the  disease,  coincidental  with  the  removal  of  the  patient  and  the 
necessary  disinfection,  revaccination  of  all  contacts  should  be  proceeded  with. 
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SCARLET  FEVER. 

Kio'hty-tliree  cases  occiirred  during  the  year-.  This  disease  was  verv 
prevalent  and  continues  to  spread  in  every  p^rt  of  your  district,  due  no  doTd)t 
to  tlie  mildness  of  tlie  disease,  want  of  care  l)y  ))ai-ents,  and  cases  heiiio-  over 
looked,  missed  l)y  parents  or  doctor. 

MEASLES. 

IMeasles  was  prevalent  during  the  year  and  11  deaths  occurred  from  this 
disease  AVith  care  this  should  not  be  if  mothers  would  only  keep  their  clhldren 
warm  and  indooi's  during  the  attack,  i.e.  for  about  3 weeks.  The  Infant  depart- 
ment of  the  Eston  Schools  was  closed  for  3 weeks  before  the  Christmas  holidays. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  should  not  be  a fatal  disease  although  we  have  2 deaths 
recorded  dui-ing  the  year.  The  child  should  be  kept  warm  for  6 weeks.  If  the 
child  is  not  then  well  it  wdll  l^enefit  the  child  to  give  it  a change  of  air  to  the  sea 
side,  mines,  gas  works,  etc.,  etc.  If  the  child  is  exposed  before  6 wneks  have 
elapsed  (the  natural  duration  of  the  disease)  then  the  child  gets  Bronchitis  or 
other  complaint  wdth  the  chance  of  a fatal  result. 

ENTERIC  OR  TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Only  1 death  lias  occurred  from  Enteric  Fever,  1 less  than  last  3^ear — this 
is  very  satisfactory-.  I repeat  the  numlier  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  is  a true 
index  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district.  All  case  of  Enteric  Fever  are  not 
w-ater  borne  or  due  to  milk.  It  may  be  caused  by  hies,  in  many  cases  when  the 
diseased  patient  remains  at  home  other  persons  are  infected  by  soiled  linen,  &c. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

AYe  have  had  20  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  3^ear  ; in  II  the 
Ikicillus  was  found  and  these  cases  were  isolated  at  the  Sanatorium.  Diphtheria 
is  an  acute  specific  disease,  epidemic  and  contagious,  and  is  characterised  b}"  a 
memliranous  exudation  on  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  throat  or  adjacent  parts. 
Occasionally-  a w-ound  on  the  surface  of  the  body  may^  be  the  seat  of  diphtheria 
infection.  The  disease  is  not  only  directly  inoculable  by  contamination  with 
dijihtheria  ])roducts,  but  may-  be  indirectly  convey-ed  by  infected  clothing  and 
other  external  objects.  It  is  primarily-  caused  by-  a specihc  bacillus  (Kerbs- 


Loeiller)  whicli  is  exeliisivelj-  found  at  tlie  seat  of  infection  ; and  yields  toxins,  to 
tlie  absorption  of  wliicii  tlie  phenomena  of  tlie  disease  is  dne.  It  has  iieen  a 
matter  of  observation  tliat  certain  rural  districts  in  wliicli  tlie  surface  soil  is  cold 
<ind  hnmid,  and  where  damp  houses  and  privy  and  drainage  nnisances  abound, 
or  where  the  aspect  involves  much  exposure  to  cold,  wet  wdiids,  paihicnlarly 
tavonr  diphtheria,  these  comlitions  lower  the  vitality  of  the  system,  and  give  a 

good  breeding  ground  for  the  bacillus  to  act,  but  in  my  opinion  do  not  directly 
cause  the  disease. 


INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

1 he  term  “infant  ’ is  restricted  to  twelve  months  of  age.  Tlie  high 
mortality  among  infants,  however  good  their  surroundings,  and  howe^^er 
intelligently  maternal  care  is  exercised,  arises  from  many  causes  ; a certain 
proportion  are  ])rematnre,  and  cannot  survive,  some  are  liorn  vdth  malformations 
and  other  defects  which  soon  terminate  their  existence  ; others,  the  offspring  of 
weakly  parents,  cannot  long  survive,  and  in  spite  of  all  care,  there  is  a large 
proportion  who  will  snccnmb  to  one  or  other  of  the  many  ailments  to  which 
infancy  IS  susceptible.  Making  due  allowance  for  these,  it  may  be  taken  that  an 
animal  death-rate  amongst  infants  of  100  per  thousand  is  unavoidable,  and  if  this 
be  granted,  it  follows  that  anything  above  this  is  preventable,  although  the 
necessary  ineans  to  prevent  it  are  so  extremely  difficult  to  apply  that  eveirin  the 
best  districts  the  loss  of  infant  lives  is  in  excess  of  the  standard.  Our  infantile 
mortality  is  182  as  against  157  per  thousand  last  year,  this  shows  a great 
sacrifice  of  young  lives,  and  public  opinion  ought  to  be  aroused  to  this  "Oact. 
It  IS  a scandal  and  a shame  that  in  every  other  department  of  sanitary  science 
we  have  been  able  to  do  much,  but  infantile  mortality  is  the  black  spot  in  our 
sanitary  efforts,  and  has  remained  about  the  same  for  the  last  20  vears. 

We  should,  by  teacliiiig  Hygiene  in  schools,  stir  U2o  iniblic  oi>inion  in  this 
matter.  The  mother  is  the  natural  guardian  of  the  infant,  and  00  per  cent,  of  all 
mothers  shouhl  feed  their  own  child  ; their  breast-milk  is  the  most  natural  and 
suitable  for  their  oi\n  child.  Mothers  should  be  mothers  and  not  gay  society 
pupjiets,  who  want  a life  of  change  and  excitement  Mutli  the  rest,  in  how  they  caii 
get  ligged  u[j  to  attract  and  make  a displajc  This  is  the  new  woman  (mother)  of 
the  higher,  niiddle,  and  lower  classes.  If  breast-milk  fails  from  any  cause  then 
cow  s milk  IS  most  useful.  Artificial  foods  and  condensed  milks  of  all  kinds  are 
an  abomination  and  should  not  be  given  without  advice.  Infantile  feeding  is 
undoubtedly  the  most  fertile  source  of  our  deteriorated  national  physique^  to 
dream  of  making  strong  men  and  women  out  of  damaged  children  is  impossible.

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ISOLATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

D. — The  Table  given  below  shows  admissions  and  deaths  of  patients 
at  the  Sanatorium  during  each  year  since  the  i6th  day  of  May, 
1894,  to  the  31st  December,  1904;  giving  a total  of  744  cases,  and 
a death  rate  for  the  10^  years  of  4*16  per  cent.

THE  SANATORIUM  (32  BEDS). 

Tliis  Institution  continues  to  be  appreciated  in  yonr  district ; 135  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified,  and  72  isolated.  Tliis  is  a good  percentage. 
Eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  admitted  to  the  hospital.  Tliej'^  were  injeided 
with  Antitoxin  at  once,  and  no  deaths  occurred.  Of  the  72  cases  admitted  during 
the  year,  only  t^vo  deaths  occurred — a case  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  one  of  Scarlet 


Fever  (Septic). 


A steam  disinfector  is  l)a(ll3'  wanted  at  tlie  Sanatorinni,  and  I wonld  amiin 
ask  the  ktmncil  to  consider  the  advisahility  of  liaving-  a steam  disiid'ector  at  tlie 
Sanatorinm.  I liave  to  thank  the  Matron  (Miss  ki-oodi  and  liei*  Nurses  for  tlie 
care  and  skill  they  have  bestowed  on  the  patients.  The  resnlts  are  their*  i*esnlts. 


SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  THE  PROCESS  OF  DISINFECTION. 


Gentlemen, 

The  process  of  disinfection  is  conducted  in  a vai-iety  of  \vays,  accordino-  to 
the  necessities  of  the  particnlar  case — that  is,  whetlier  it  Ire  rooms,  articles  of 
clothiny,  or  Iredding,  discharges  from  tlie  patients,  food,  drink,  etc.,  that  are 
infected.  The  means  at  onr  disposal  are  : — 


1.  — Heat  (dry  and  moist). 

— Cliemical  substances  (in  liquid  or  powder), 
b. — Fumigation  (ly^  gases  or  vapours', 
d- — Fresh  air  and  general  cleanliness  (most  important). 

.1  he  question  before  the  Council  at  present  is; — Is  the  method  of  disinfection 
at  the  Sanatorinm  satisfactory  My  answer  is  No.  A special  report  was 
presented  to  the  Council  on  the  12th  of  Jnlv,  1899. 

Our  method  of  disinfection  is  ]irimitive  in  the  extreme  as  I have 
pointed  out  more  than  once,  and  should  if  possible  be  replaced  bj^  a 
Steam  Dimnfectoi\  wdiich  is  the  best  way  to  disinfect.  Unless  w^e  have 
proper  disinfection  of  all  infected  articles,  isolation  is  more  or  less  a farce,  as 
I'etnrn  cases  must  occur  and  uiido  the  good  that  lias  been  done  bv  isolation. 

In  practice  the  problem  of  disinfection  is  almost  always  complicated 
bj  the  fact  that  the  virus  is  not  exposed  freelv,  but  enclosed  in  o'ai*nients 
pillows,  or  even  beds ; that  is,  in  more  or  less  bulky  articles  made  of 
materials  Avhich  have  been  selected  for  use  as  being  tlie  Avorst  conductors  of 
heat. 


It  is  found  that  steam  rapidly  penetrates  into  the  interior  of  such 
objects.  The  first  portions  condense,  ]iarting  with  their  latent  heat  in  so 
doing  and  create  a pai'tial  AOicnum,  so  that  successive  supplies  of  stea,ni 
follow  continuously  until  a temperature  of  at  least  212°  is  attained  at  the 
centre. 
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Dry  ]i()t  ail-,  on  tlie  contrary,  being'  (lependent  on  condnction,  very 
slightly  aided  by  convection,  lias  no  sncli  power,  and  it  is  pi-actically 
impossible  to  raise  the  teni|)eratnre  at  the  centi-e  of  a bed  or  similar  bulky 
object  to  212°  F.  by  dry  heat  within  a reasonable  number  of  hours. 

Hot  air,  moistened  by  steam,  is  superior  to  dry  hot  aii-  in  penetration 
tint  not  in  germicidal  power,  and  is  far  inferior  to  steam  in  botli  respects. 

Anothei-  impoi-tant  consideration  is  the  effect  upon  the  colour  and 
texture  of  falirics  exposed  to  heat.  Articles  composed  in  part  of  fusible 
sidostances,  such  as  glne  or  sealing-wax,  are,  of  course,  mined  by  heat  in 
an\  form.  Steam  is  inadmissible  for  leather  objects,  since  it  shrivels  them 
np  and  renders  them  worthless;  hot  air  merelj^  makes  them  dry  and  briitle. 
With  these  exceptions  steam  is  less  injui-ions  than  hot  air  in  almost  all 
respects.  New  wmollen  goods,  such  as  blankets  and  flannels,  lose  some  of  their 
wdiiteiiess  and  fieeciness  by  either  process,  but  not  more  than  in  one  or  two 
washings.  Silk  and  cotton  are  not  injured  by  steam  nor  by  hot  air  if  the 
temperature  is  carefully  regulated.  Dyes  are  surprisingly  little  affected  l^y 
either  steam  or  hot  air. 

The  chief  difficulty  in  steam  apparatus  is  to  pre^'ent  loss  of  heat  and 
condensation.  This  is  overcome  by  surrounding  the  steam  chamber  b}'  a 
Steam  Jacket,  that  is,  by  making  the  wmll  of  tlie  apparatus  double  and 
admitting  steam  into  the  space  between  the  inner  and  outer  casinvs.  A 
door  is  provided  at  each  end,  one  for  the  reception  of  infected  goods  and 
the  other  foi  reni(j\  al  of  goods  after  disinfection.  The  doors  are  steam 
tight,  and  are  fastened  by  strong  screws  clamps.  The  articles  to  be  disin- 
fected are  placed  on  ti-ays  or  suspended  from  sliding  racks.

d.  — - Ihe  Geneste  and  Herscher  “ Eqnifez  ” A|)paratus. 
d. — Reek’s  Steam  Disinfector, 
o . — Thresh’ s Disinfector. 

The  Washington  Ljmns’  apparatus  is  perhaps  tlie  best,  and  w-ill  disinfect 
thoroughly  in  twenty  minutes  to  half-an-honr.  Tlie  Reck  and  Thresh  apparatus 
nre  much  cheapei-,  and  the  Thresh’s  is  w^ell  spoken  of.

Eston  Grange  Farm,  Messrs.  Bolckow,  Yaijghan  A Co.  — 54  Cotys.- 
Idiis  farm  is  very  well  kept  ; all  the  lyyi-es  are  now  well  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  the  water  supply  is  improved.  This  farm  is  over  stocked  for  the  air  space 
provided. 

A HIGHTSON  S Eston  4jOW  Farm.  — Here  we  have  good  farm  buildings, 
but  the  farmer  is  evidently  afraid  of  fresh  air,  as  the  ventilating  holes  in  the  byre 
are  all  stuffed  with  straw  ; but  no  milk  is  sent  away  from  this  farm.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  do  iunch,  only  point  the  mistake  out  to  the  farmer.  Yentilation 
improyed  since  last  yisit. 

Bacon  s.  Church  Lane. — 4 Cotvs.-- 44ns  farm  is  now  better  lighted  and 
ventilated,  and  the  surroundings  greatly  im|)roved.  44ie  Dairy  is  improved,  but 
baskets,  Ac.,  are  kept  in  the  dairy,  and  manure  outside  the  byre  wall  close  to  door. 
I would  advise  that  a letter  be  written  to  Mr.  Bacon  warning  him  of  this  nuisance. 

Rlchardson’s  I.odge  Farm,  Eston.— 7 Cows.— Byres  kept  in  fair  con- 
dition. Dairy  now  satisfactory  and  well  kept,  every  part  clean.

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  igoi. 

Section  122  of  the  Act  states  that  “The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  every 
“ District  Council  shall  in  his  annual  report  to  them,  report  specificalh"  on  the 
‘ administration  of  this  Act  in  workshops  and  work  places,  and  he  shall  send  a 
“ copy  of  his  annual  report,  or  so  much  of  it  as  deals  with  this  sul)ject,  to  the 
“ Secretary  of  State.” 

The  administration  of  the  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  1902, 
adds  considerablv  to  the  work  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Upon  the 
Council,  through  its  officers,  duties  are  imposed  with  regard  to  the  various  places 
coming  Avithin  its  scope.  These  are  defined  as  factories,  tenement  factories, 
domestic  factoi-ies  ; workshops,  tenement  workshops,  domestic  workshops,  and 
work|)laces  ; bakehouses  and  laundries.  It  AA'onld  not  seiam  any  good  purpose  to 
enter  into  the  definitions  of  the  various  workshops  aboA^e-mentioned,  nor  to  give 
particulars  as  to  tlie  duties  devolving  n})on  the  Council.  To  sIioaa^,  however,  how 
far  i-eaching  the  Ac-t  is,  the  folloAving  extract  from  Sec.  149  is  giA^en  : — “ ‘ WoiF- 
“shop’  means  (a])art  from  certain  places  stated  in  the  sixth  schedule),  any  jiremises, 
“ room,  or  place  not  lieing  a factory,  in  which  premises,  room,  or  place,  or  Avithiji 
“ the  close,  or  curtilage,  or  precincts  of  which  premises  any  manual  labour  is 
“ exercised  by  way  of  trade  or  for  purposes  of  gain  in  or  incidental  to  aii}^  of  the 
“ folloAving  |)urposes,  viz.  : — the  making  of  any  article  or  of  part  of  an  article,  or 
“ the  altering,  repairing,  ornamenting  or  finishing  of  any  article  : or  the  adapting 
“ for  sale  of  any  article,  and  to  or  over  which  premises,  room  or  place,  the  employer 
“ of  the  persons  working  therein  has  the  r-ight  of  access  or  control.”

the  same  have  depended  on  conditions  capable  of  removal  or  investigation.'’ 


I ha\'e  pointed  out  from  time  to  time  the  difficulties  with  which  I have  to 
contend.  We  are  proud  of  our  material  progress,  prosperit3g  and  commercial 
position,  and  I point  wdth  pride  to  our  low  death  rate.  This  is  no  doubt  due  to 
vour  care  and  expenditure  on  sanitary  matters.
